The restrictions imposed 
trade for the past two years 
tirely removed by the Board 
has cancelled as from March 
relating to the purchase of imported timber 
abroad, and also withdrawn the maxi 
mum prices both for mported and home- 
grown timber supplies, other than pit wood. As 
regards importation, no licences will now be re- 
quired for the importation of hewn, sawn, 
laned, or dressed timber of all kinds, includ- 
ing hardwoods and glecpers. This does not in- 
clude pit wood and manufactured or gemi- 
manufactured goods, suchas box boards, for 
which licences will still be requited unless they 
are produced in and imported from parts of 
the British Empire. The stocks of timber be- 
longing to the Government will be disposed of 
after March 31 at prevailing market prices. 
These stocks, including goods yet to arrive, 
will probably amount to about 550,000 stan- 
dards, and particulars will be available in the 
course of a few weeks. In order to facilitate 
the preparation of stock returns, intending 
purchasers are requested not to apply for the 
sue of delivery. orders in respect of goods al- 
ready in store in this country from March 51 
to April 12 inclusive, unless absolutely neces - 
sary.

FRANCE FOR THE FRENCH. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 


If one fact more than another impresses the 
Anglo-Saxon who comes to live in France, it is 
the striking contrast between the French and 
British way of looking at things. The fact is 
remarkable, because France is the country 
nearest to.our own. The Normans gave us our 
Royal Family; their Anglicised descendants 
often pursued conquests in France. Our lan- 
guage owes much of its richness to the elements 
absorbed%at that uime. Yet, throughout history 
these two nations, so admirably adapted to 
supply each other's wants, have remained tra- 
ditional enemies. To a great extent this mmst 
have been due to fundamental! differences of 
outlook. In no direction has this made itself 
more strongly felt in the past than in the busi- 
ness methods of the two nations. 

When Napoleon contemptuously _referred to 
us as a nation of shopkeepers, he only expressed 
this difference in other words. Certainly, in pre- 
war days, the French market was an extre 
ordinarily difficult one to hangle. It needed very

special study. Much of the principal trade of 
France was in goods for which 
French had virtual monopolies, and 
ably always will have.

The whole world has been denied manufactured 
goods for so long, that all the pre-war fac- 
tories of Ahe world, working at full pressure, 
could not overtake the demand for many years 
to come. Recuperation is waiting if France can 
accommodate herself to the needs of the age, 
study the wants of foreign markets, and produce 
large quantities of goods in more popular de- 
mand. This does not mean the abolition of her 
fine art industries, but the votal revision of her 
commercial. methods, and of adopting means of 
more rapid production. The best machinery 
and more skilled labour can increase output in 
France many times over. 

All this is being slowly but certainly realised 
in France, firstly by her leading men. but more- 
over by the commercial population _ iiself. 
Standing in the way of its fulfilment, however, 
is a policy and an ideal, which may be best ex- 
pressed by the phrase “ France for the French.” 
This is an attitude of mind, rather than a 
clearly defined conception; but it lies at the 
root of all French policy at present. For 
example, it is seen that France can recover 
her position by increased export. To recom- 
mence work, however, she must rebuild houses, 
factories, s, and railways, and make new 
tools and machinery. 
things might be bought at once abroad, and 
manufacturing started within a short time. 
The French argue, however—‘‘ We can make all 
these things as well as other people. We can 
thereby give work to our own people, and keep 
capital at home. The value of the franc at pre-

LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 
Matters of “ Domestic Jurisdiction.”’ 

Some important amendments to the draft of 
the League of Nations Covenant are being sub- 
mitted to the League of Nations Commission, 
which is now trying to complete the document, 
so that it may be ready at the same time as the 
Peace Treaty. 

President Wilson will submit a new clsuse,. to 
be inserted as an appendix to Article 10, which 
will stipulate that agreements under the 
Covenant shall not be construed as an infringe- 
ment upon the principles of international politics 
heretofore recognised. ‘The American Delega- 
tion believe it will meet the desires of 
those wishing to safeguard the Monroe Doctrine. 

It remans to be seen, however, wheiher the 
proposed amendment will be submitted exactly 
in this form, because, as it stands, it might be 
held to neutralise the spirit of the Covenant. 
The Commission has adopted an American 
amendment affirming the right of any country 
which is a member of the League to control 
matters within its domestic jurisdiction. Another 
amendment refers to Article 8, empowering the 
Executive Council to formulate aed for the 
reduction of armaments. The wording of this 
article is now altered so as to limit the powers 
of the Council merely to recommendations to the 
Governments affected. Provision has been made 
for the revision of the draft from time to time. 
The admission to the Executive of other States 
besides the five Great Powers is now provided 
for, but it is stipulated that any change in the 
number of members of the Executive must have 
regard to the proportion between the large and 
small Powers, as now ‘defined in the article 
creating the Council. No provision, so far, has 
been made for rights of withdrawal from the

In many conversations with 
General Ludendorff I, for a long time, pleaded 
for a wise peace by understanding, and ex- 
pressed the view that the most favourable op- 
portunity for attaining this end was reached 
when we occupied strong powerful positions be- 
fore and also during the spring offensive. 

“ As regards internal litics I am the last 
person to oppose the liberal development of 
our Constitution. Only a few days ago I set 
forth thie view in writimg to Prince Max of 
Baden.

FOREIGN POLICY. 


The French Chamber of Deputies on par á 
dealt with the questions of foreign policy. . 
Franklin Bouillon, President of the Committee 
for Foreign Affairs, said that the first. guestions 
which should have been raised and settled were 
those of the eastern frontiers of France, that of | 
France’s relations with Germany, and lastly, 
that of finance. He complained that France 
had received nothing on account from Germany, 
and suggested that the left bank of the Rhine 
ought no longer to belong to Prussia, or serve 
as a possible base for'future Prussian aggres- 
sion = against France. - The policy of 
France regarding Russia, M. Bouillon described 
as too uncertain, and he expressed the hope 
that the Government would give a satisfactory 
explanation. The discussion was then adjourned. 

M. Pichon, if subsequently, reminded | 
the House that’ he had already told it that 
French action had not intended in ar way te. 
influence the home policy of Russia. e further | 
recalled what M. Clemenceau had said: “ Our | 
only aim in Russia is rounding up Bolshevism.”’ | 

M. Pichon continued—We have never at any | 
moment departed from this line of conduct. | 
People have said that we had declared war 
against Russia without the consent of Parlia- 
ment. Russia is too easily confused with Bol- 
shevism, and we have remained loyal to our 
former Ally. We have certainly not declared 
war against Russia in undertaking the struggle 
against those who have seized the power in 
| Russia, violating all laws and dissolving the 
Constituent Assembly freely elected. (Cheers.) 
We did not declare war against Russia when wo 
began the fight against those who were rg 
ing her, or when we took steps to oppose the in- 
filtration of Bolshevism, because Bolshevism is a 
scourge not only for Russia, but also for the 
whole of humanity.

LONDON STOCKS DULL. 


Conditions on the Stock Exchange were no briskes 
during yesterday's session, and, on the whole, the 
tone was hardly us good as on Tuesday. Monetary 
influences are still temporarily restrictive, and, while 
evernight the removal of the Treasury ban on new 
domestic capital issues was regarded cheerfully as a 
fresh step towards norma) conditions, yesterday it 
was noticeable that it had bred fears of a big 
rush of new emissions which might react adversely 
upon existing securities. Labour influences, on the 
whole, were helpful. The annual revenue figures 
to date assisted sentiment somewhat in the Gilt- 
edged section, the total already being nine millions 
over the Budget estimate.

A SUCCESSFUL YEAR. 

The 38th annual general meeting of share- 
hoiders in The Employers’ Liability Assurance 
Corporation, Ltd., was held yesterday at Hamil- 
ton House, Victoria Embankment, London, B.C. 
—the Right Hon. Lord Claud Hamilton (Chair- 
man of the Corporation) presiding. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the 
report and accounts, congratulated the share- 
holders upon the results obtained. The Board 
end Genera] Manager were entitled to credit 
for the policy they had dictated, but he had 
also specially to refer to the admireble manage- 
ment in the United States and in Canada, 
where the instructions of the London Board not 
to acept business at all hazardous had been 
loyally and ably carried out. As to the results’ 
of the year, the total premiums amounted to 
£5,095, 301—exactly 50 per cent. increase on the 
premiums of 1917. That was the largest 
premium they bad ever obtained, and the in- 
crease in 1918 waa the largest in any single 
year in the history of the company. The in- 
crease was derived from al] countries where 
they operated, and from all branches of busi- 
ness undertaken by the Corporation, but aa a 
very large part of their business was derived 
from the United States of America the propor- 
tionate increase was greater there than elase- 
where, Their fire business had been developed 
recently in different parts of the world, and was 
everywhere showing satisfactory results. The 
marine business wag also quite up to their ex- 
pectations. It was a purely marine business, 
and not war business and he did not anticipate 
much disturbance of their connections, though 
the war had come to an end. They were still 
earrying the whole of the balanee from the. 
marine revenue as a fund. Their reserve for 
unexpired risks stood at £2,084,419—an increase 
of £713,110, and the resefve for outstandin 
losses was £1.491,506—an increase of 
£306,116. Their total funds, as at 3ist Decem- 
ber, 1918, stood at £3,575,925, or an increase of 
£1,019,225. As to profit and loss, the balance 
from revenue account wae £750,018, or, addin 
the interest and rents, they had a total fun 
of £894,488, from which sundry expenses had 
to be deducted, leaving £676,665. They had 
made a special reserve of £250,000 for excess 
profits taxes. The dividend of 286. (free of tax) 

r share, compared with 20s. per share for 
1917, In addition they were paying a further 
£42,000 on behalf of the shareholders in respect 
of income tax. The dividend might seem large 
on the money put into the business, but it 
amounted to only 2} per cent. on their premium | 
income or turnover, and it was quite mislead- 
ing for policypolders to think that any such 
profit ag 70 per cent. was being made out of 
their insurances. The ability to pay such a 
dividend, and the ability te entertain vast 
schemes of insurance was due to the wisdom of 
the course which the Board had consistently 
pursued, and to the patient assent of the ehare- 
holders to that policy from the commencement, 
which had enabled the large fund to be built 
wp of thoroughly sound investments yielding 
annually a good rate of interest. These in- 
vestments amounted, at the S3lst December, 
1918, to £4,677,027—an increase of £1,550,475. 
That increase was almost the same figure as 
the increase in the premium income. Their 
cash in hand at 3lst December, 1919, had 
amounted to £193,260, or an increase of £52,201, 
and combined with the investments and cash 
they had at that date, £4,870,287, or an increase 
of £1,602,676. A year ago he had referred to 
the question of the capitalisation of part of

Thee nshicg convening the meeting having been 
taken as read, 

The Secretary (Mr. F. MacIndoe) read the 


he Chairman—Ladies and gentlemen, at the 
last annual meeting I gn sh “gi the hope that 
we might be able to accele the issue of our 
next report and balance sheet, Unfortunately, 
owing to greater delay in the delivery of mails, 
shortage of staff, and other causes beyond our 
senteo!, this hope has not been realised; but 
these difficulties are so well known to you all 
that I am sure no apology is . 

It gives me and the rest of the Board the 
greatest possible pleasure to present to you such 
a very satisfactory report and aceount as are 
before you to-day, as, although we are only at 
the initial stage of our developments, the results 
shown are such ag to more than confirm the 
anticipations which we have always held out as 
to the great future which awaits this company. 

Dealing with the balance sheet first of all, you 
will see that the paid-up capital shows ap in- 
crease on the previous year’s figures of one and 
three-quarter millions, due to the payment by 
His Majesty's Government of the final call on 
their Ordinary Shares, and to the issue of a 
further £1,000,000 of Participating Preference 
Shares, and we have also issued additional De- 
benture Stock to the extent of £1,800, ou 
will, moreover, notice that our capital resources 
have been further augmented to the extent of 
about £2,400,000 by funds lodged with us by our 
associated companies’ share premia and alloca- 
tions to reserve accounts. e deposits of our 
associated companies represent, I may explain, 
insurance recoteries in respect of torpedoed 
vessels, undivided profits, and other funds, the 
bulk of which will in due course be required in 
connection with the further capital outlay which 
lies before them for the various developments 
they have in view. It has been suggested in 
the Press that we may possibly have to make 
further capital issues shortly. That is not, so. 
Although we and our associated companies have 
a very large amount of new capital outlay to 


meet in order to provide for the requirements of 
our rapidly expanding business, yet I am pleased 
to say that there is no immediate need for any 
new issue of capital, inasmuch ag our evailable 
surplus assets to-day in cash or easily convertible 
securities—including no less than £2,302,000 in 
vested in War Bonds and War Loans—amount 
to between five and six million pounds, & sum 
quite ample for our present requirements. 

Turning to the eredit side of the balance 
sheet, you will see that the first item of our 
assets has increased from £1,982,791 in the pre- 
vious year to £7,001,375. ‘This large incréase is 
practically all accounted for by the purchase 
— paid by us for the companies acquired in 
917, and by the fresh capital which we have 
taken up in these and other associated com- 
panies. The other items on this side of the 
account are all gelf-explanatory, and 
do not, I ‘think, require any comments. 

I will now deal with the profit and loss ac- 
count. The trading profit for the year amounts, 
you will see, to the very satisfacttry sum of 
£1,516,904 3s. 9d., after making ample allow. 
ances for depreciation, as against the conser- 
vative estimate of not less than £800,000 to 
£1,000,000, which I gave when dealing with the 
previous year’s aceounts. A substantial portion 
of this profit was, 1 may explain, due to the 
earnings of our fleet, for a portion of which dur- 
ing the year under review we were able to find 
very remunerative employment. This item of 
profit, will not recur in the following year's 
accounts, because during the greater portion of 
that year our boats were under requisition at 
rates which will barely cover running expenses, 
and also the profits of our distributing com- 

anies will be on a reduced scale. On the other 

and, we shall benefit by a larger through- 
put at our Abadan refinery, and hy better 
prices which have obtained for some of our 
products; and, on the whole, [ think we can 
confidently anticipate results for the current 
year fully equal to those shown in the accounts 
now before you. As you will see from the appre- 
priation statements given at the foot of the 
profit and loss account, we have out of our 
profita paid off the advances of £175,547 3s. 6d. 
made by the Burmah Oil Company in our early 
days to enable us to pay the Preference Share 
dividend guaranteed by them, also the sum of 
£45,843 10s. 5d. due to them for interest there- 
on, this latter amount being included in the 
first item on the debit side of the profit and loss 
account. We have also written off the whole 
cost of our last Preference Share and Deben- 
ture issues, and allocated a total of £330,000 to 
various reserve accounts, both of which steps 
will, no doubt, meet with your full approval. 
This leaves a balance of £779,708 18s. +e out 
of which we have paid dividends amounting to 
8 per cent. per annuin on the Preference Shares, 
and we now recommend the payment of a simr 
lar dividend on the Ordinary Shares. The balance 
tesnaiwing to be carried forward will be £454,722 
12s. 1d., which we estimate will amply suffice 
to cover the amount which will be payable in re- 
spect of excess profits duty, although the amount 
of this has not vet been definitely settled with 
the Revenue Commissioners. This result is, 
think you will agree with me, one of which wo 
halve every reason to be proud, The dividend 
which we ero proposing to declare on the Ordi- 
nary Shares is not a very large one, but. as I 
have explained, a large amount of our profits 
has been employed in th: liquidation of special 
liabilities which will not recur, and a further 
large amount has bedn reserved to meet excess 
profits duty, a liability which also we may hope 
will not recur for very much longer. It will 
probably interest you to know that the return 
to His Maiesty’s Government for the year on 
their investment in the Company, taking into 
account the amount they will receive from excess 
profits duty, the payment of which has only 
been made practicable by their investments in 
the Company, works out to something like 30 
per cent, per annum; and that, in addition to 
this, they effected a very large saving through 
the favourable long-term eontracts entered into 
with the Company for the purchase of products. 

INCREASED PRODUCTION, 

It will be borne in mind that these are results 
achieved at a time when the Company was only in 
its early infancy. With the various extensions 
already on the way, the throughput of our re- 
fineries will within the next year op 
two be trebled, and other extensions 
which we hope to arrange for in the 
near future should, when completed, bring 
our throughput up to five times or six times 
the quantity dealt with in the year under 
review. And, as I have indicated on previous 
occasions, we anticipate no difficulty whatever 
in finding markets for this largely increased 
production, Our one and only diffoulty is to 

rovide refining, traneport, and storage facilities 
Past enough to .nable us to meet the demand 
upon us for our products. We have practically 
an unlimited supply of erude oil, and, with the 
great inorease in the demand for oil preducts 
of all kinds resulting from the enermoug de 
velopment of motor traction in every part of 
the world, and for fuel oil as a substitute for 
coal, for esteam-raising, and othér purposes, 
there ie endless scope for us in the direction 
of the sale of our products; but the laying of 
additional pipe lines, the building of further 
refineries and tank vessels, the erection of the 
great number of large etorage tanks required 
at our field refineries and digtributing installa. 
tion to meet our constantly increasing through- 
put, and all the other engineering work con- 
nected with an undertaking such as ours, is a 
slow process, particularly under present un- 
favourable conditions, both ae to gupply of 
material and Jabour, and consequently it will 
be several years before we can hope te reach 
the maximum figure of throughput which I 
have just indicated. Though our threughpuv 
will, es soon as the necessary work can be 
completed, thus be very largely augmented, it 
must not lag inferred that our profits will neces. 
earily expand in the same ratio, for our working 
costs, due to the much higher cost of plant, 
stores, chemicals, and labour, are on a con- 
stantly increasing ecale, and there is little 
chance of any appreciable reduction in them 
for a long time to come. Still, by meang of 
the larger turnover, a more complete extraction 
of the more valuable products contained in 
our coiide and other improvements, which we 
aro coustantiy introducing, we hope, te some 
extent, 1» be able to overcome the disadvan- 
tage of those higher working coste, 

Vhilet «1 this eubject of outlets for our 
products I .ould like, now that this is a subject 
which can be referred to without detriment to 
the military situation, to mention ¢hat, apart 
from the large quantities of fuel oil which we 
have been supplying throughout the war for 
the use of the Navy, we have been au plying 
the War Office with practically the whole of 
the requirements of the Mesopotamian Expedi- 
tionary Force for railway, motor, and other 
transport.

I am pleased to say that the political situation 
in Persia has improved very much i 
past, few months.
